He is, or thinks he is, prepared for 


it. No man with nerve enough to undertake such 
a crime will make known his purpose, so he can 
scarcely be reached b\ imposing a penalty by a di- 
rect threat. 
When the realm of inciting indirectly 


to do violence, of teaching that which may eventu- 
ally incite men of minds not in all respects well 
balanced, the danger ground is the placing with 
vindictive partisan authority the power of abuse 
that was not intended.
